lowa State Breeders in Big Booster Meeting 


The Ninth Annual meet- 
ing of the Iowa Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Asociation 
was held at the Savery Hotel, 
Des Moines on Tuesday even- 
ing, March 18th at 6:30 
o’clock. Earlier it had been 
thought kest not to hold a 
banquet, however at a late 
hour it was decided to put on 


the regular banquet preced- 
ing the annual meeting. For this reason the attendance was not as 


laige as would have Leen otherwise. However there were covers 
laia for fifty who sat down to a splendid three course dinner. A 
very nice musizal program was hurriedly arranged and very much 
appreciated, even though special favor was paid some at the fes- 
‘ive board. 

Immediately following the dinner, Pres. J. M. Tudor called the 
meeting to order and introduced the Hon. Henry C. Wallace, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, Washington, D. C., who addressed the Iowa 
Aterdeen-Angus breeders in a very earnest, sincere manner, dealing 
principally in facts pertaining to the new financial bills which have 
recently been passed by Congress, the purpose and intent of these 
pills keing to relieve the financial situation, making it possible for 
breeders of pure bred cattle to precure funcs for a sufficient period 
of time to allow them to make a turnover. 

Secretary Wallace stated that his office was a very busy place, 
‘heir daily mail consisting of from 1500 to 3000 first class letters. 
He also stated that he was glad to note that Iowa had recovered to 
a greater extent than any other state in the Union except those 
states growing cotton extensively. He also stated that it was his 


opinion that through the aid 
of the War Finance Corpora- 
tion a great many cattle and 
sheep men throughout the 
west and middle-west had 
been saved. 

He also went into the work- 
ings of the new Intermediate 
credit banks system to some 
extent, this being a_ plan 
which the Secretary believes 
will be very beneficial to pure 
bred breeders throughout the 
country as it undertakes to 
provide only for intermediate 
agriculture credits—that is 
credits ranging from six 
months to three years. 

This financial program 
to be carried on through the 
state national and private 
banks, chartered by the gov- 
ernment and supplied with 
$5,C00,000 each of govera- 
ment money to serve as a 
working capital. The Journal 
hopes to be able soon to pre- 
sent its readers with a detail- 
ed working of this plan. 

In this same department 
of agriculture there is keing a gieat effort put forth to improve 
and strengthen the live stock reports as issued by the Government, 
it being the purpose of the department to bring thse reports up to 
da‘e, make them more accurate and issue same while they are still 
new that they may be of some real value to the recipients. 

This is a mammoth department in which there are 19,2C0 peo- 
ple employed at this time. Of this number 3,500 are especially 
prepared, scientife men devoting their time exclusively to working 
out the problems of agriculture. Mr. Wallace stated that some- 
thing over $250,000,000 had passed through his department. last 
year so the magnitude of the operations there may be readily ob- 
served. 

It is also stated that the dairy cattlemen were co-operating 
more closely and manifesting a greater interest through the Gov- 
ernmental Department and are therefore receiving greater benefits. 
For this reason it was suggested that the beef cattlemen should 
get closer to the department and co-operate more closely then here- 
tofore. The Secretary gave the young men of today some good 
sound advice, admonishing them to take note of present cenditions 
and discover if possible the cause for each failure, the result to be

THAT NEW “GET OF SIRE” 
RULING FOR 1924. 

Breeders everywhere who are interested in the shows and their 
classifications should not fail to familiarize themselves with the 
rules and regulations as set forth on page five of the Marth 5th 
issue of the Journal. There are a few changes that are of vital 
importance. Especially is this true of section 24 which reads: 
“Get of sire, four head any age, both sexes to be represented, ow- 
ed by exhibitor.” Heretofore it has not been essential that the ex- 
hibitor should own all of the animals composing this group. The 
prior arrangement made it possible for the exhibitor to dispose of 
his bull’s get and still assemble this progeny into the get of sire 
group to show what his bull was capable of doing. There may have 
been some objections to this arrangement, and these objections may 
have been well founded, nevertheless there are likewise objections 
to the new ruling for it does not give the bull whose owner is not 
operating on a sufficiently large scale to retain a “get” show herd 
any chance whatsover. There are a number of mighty good bulls 
throughout the country that are producing suitable specimens for 
this competition but because they are at the head of smaller herds 
their superior breeding qualities will never come to the attention 
of the public nor the breeders on account of this new handicap. So 
then the real point in fact to be established is which of these classi- 
fications, the old or the new, is going to be for the best interests 
of the breed. In the estimation of the Journal great care should be 
exercised to avoid laying a single straw across the pathway of any 
good breeding bull that would deter his making a “get” record or 
at least competing in that classification. This ruling does not take 
effect until next year and it is altogether likely that it could be 
revoked should it be found that this arrangement will in the least 
hinder any of the good breeding bulls of this country from compet- 
ing for this the most coveted trophy of the whole category of prizes 
in the estimation of the constructive breeders and showmen of the 
country both great and small.

As usual the Aberdeen-Angus breed made 
a strong showing in the fat classes. While 
it did not have a real outstanding individual 
the average quality of the exhibits was su- 
perior to that of any other bieed.

ber &, 1921. His mother was a daughter 
Blackbird Prince 4th, the sire of Fyvie 
K ‘cht 2d, and one of the herd sires that 
ide great deal of good for the Aberdeen- 
4ngus herd at Purdue University. On his 
<ire’s side, Sunnyside Maxwell was a grand- 
con of the Bendix bull that fared so well in 
Forgie’s herd. So this calf club calf was 
pred right to be a good one. 

“He was castrated and weaned about the 
tenth of March and on the eighteenth of 
March when the feeding contest began, he 
weighed 440 Ibs. He was fed a ration of 
corn, oats, bran, oil meal, silage and clover 
hay and just before the Indiana State Fair 
a little cooked wheat was added to the ra- 
tion. From April 1st until August 29th, a 
period of practically five months he made 
195 lbs. or practically 100 lbs. per month. 

“In the calf club show at the Indiana 
State Fair he was first in his class and was 
made champion calf club calf. In the open 
class he stood third, being defeated by the 
Armstrong White Stocking calf which won 
first in the Senior calf class at the 1922 In- 
ternational. At the International Live Stock 
Show he won first in the Junior class of the 
Junior feeding contest and stood fourth in 
the breeder's’ class, probably being the only 
calf shown that was not raised on a nurse 
cow. His official weight at the Internation- 
al show was 1015 Ibs., thereby weighing as 
much or more than most senior calves for 
which foster mothers were being carried. 

“It is interesting to know that it took 
some work to induce the Whistler boys to 
steer this calf. It is possible that they 
would have received between $75 or $80 for 
him as a bull which is about what the aver- 
age farmer seems to think he ought to pay. 
However, as a steer this calf brought a total 
income of over $400.00 to Kenneth and is 
just one of the many illustrations of what 
can be done by feeding a good calf. Even 
at the prevailing market prices on baby 
beef at the International this calf would 
have brought practically double what would 
have been paid for him as a bull. 

“Kenneth Whistler is enthusiastic about 
the calf club work and this year is feeding 
another black calf. He is very particular 
about caring and feeding his calf and lets 
no other member of the family participate 
in this particular and important duty. All 
calf club boys should learn that regularity 
and punctuality in feeding is of great im- 
portance and that cattle become attached to 
the particular man who cares for them and 
therefore will ordinarily do better with one 
feeder than with three or four.”

of animals reacting to the T. B. test. his, 
of course, would eliminate all of the quaran- 
tine or “Bang” herds now in the state in 
which are confined some of the most valu- 
able specimens of the breed. After a dis- 
cussion of this matter the following resolu- 
tion was prepared and adopted and ordered 
made a matter of record: 

“Be it resolved by the lowa State Ab- 
erdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association in 
regular annual session assembled at the 
Savery Hotel, Des Moines, Iowa, this 
13th day of March, 1923, that it be the 
sense of this association that we stand 
unanimously opposed to the passage and 
adoption by the Iowa State Legislature 
now in session at Des Moines of the bill 
known as Senate File No. 297, known as 
the Cessna Bill. Be it further 

“Resolved, that said bill as proposed 
would work a serious injustice to the 
breeders of pure bred cattle in the state 
of Iowa, and serve to defeat the purpose 
of the statute pertaining to tubercu- 
losis control as now existing. There- 
fore be it further 

“Resolved, that we, members of the 
lowa State Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association, do hereby heartily recom- 
mend the strict enforcement of the 
quarantine law as it stands on the stat- 
ute books at the present time.” 

The president appointed a commitee con- 
sisting of Mr. Fuester, Mr. Arney and Dr. 
Jarvis to confer with the committee of the 
Legislature concerning the above bill. 

Prof. H. R. Smith, of Chicago, came in at 
this juncture and upon _ invitation of the 
president gave an interesting talk along this 
very same line, giving the members present 
many facts and much new light upon the 
subject. 

Next the matter of providing more funds 
to be used as calf club premium money was 
discussed thoroughly from the floor and it 
was finally decided to instruct the Secretary 
to solicit animals to be donated by the va1- 
ious breeders for the benefit of the calf club 
depaitment. These animals would be as- 
sembled at some place during the year and 
sold at public auction, the proceeds to go in- 
to the calf club fund. The breeders took 
very kindly to this proposition and it is safe 
to say that the board of directors will work 
out the details in a very satisfactory man- 
ner, so the boys and girls of Iowa who feed 
calves may look forward to better premiums, 
in the future. 

The meeting then adjourned and the mem- 
bers expressed themselves as having attend- 
ed one of the best and most profitable ses- 


sions in the history of the organization. The 
board of directors immediately convened and 
selected as President of the association John 
H. Fitch, Lake City; Vice-President, Ray 
Plummer, Marshalltown; Secretary, E. T. 
Davis, Iowa City. 

The board of directors will immediately 
proceed to make 1928 the biggest year for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the history of 
lowa.

No Federal Indemnity for Scrub Bulls. 

Under revised regulations, effective 
March 1, governing the appraisement of tu- 
berculous animals and Federal expenditures 
by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture in the eradication of tuberculosis, no 
Federal indemnity will be paid for scrub 
bulls. Section 9, which provides that “no 
compensation will be paid for tuberculous 
steers or unregistered bulls,” places scrub 
and grade bulls in the same class with meat 
animals for which the salvage obtainable by 
the owner depends largely on their condition 
and market value. 

This new provision reflects the attitude of 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture that scrub and grade bulls are undesir- 
able for breeding purposes, and that they 
are not entitled to be classed as breeding 
stock. In the case of pure bred bulls, for 
which Federal indemnity is paid under the 
provisions of the regulations, description of 
animals together with registry numbers 
must be supplied to the appraising officer. 
—U. S. Department of Agriculture Bulletin.

Bureau held a meeting today and decided to 
cooperate with the Extension Division of the 
State University and the Central West Vir- 
ginia Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association 
in putting on a baby beef pioject in the 

ounty. There will be four or more counties 
put on these projects. This will probably be 
the only one using Aberdeen-Angus calves. 

There will be twenty or twenty-five calves 
in each project. From one to three calves 
will be selected from the breeder and are to 
be pure bred or high grade. They will be as- 
sembled and shown at the county fai: and 
prizes will be given those showing. The 
calves will then be weighed and turned over 
to a local man who shall be selected and he 
will continue the feeding of the calves on a 
full ration. The feeding, care and manage- 
ment will be under the directions of the 
iad agent and annual husbandry special- 
ist. 

Complete records will be kept as to the 
amount and cost of feed fed each day and 
submitted to county agent each thirty day 
period and if convenient weigh the’ lot at 
same periods. 

The calves will be marketed during the 
period April 1 to May 10, being twelve te 
fourteen months old at that time. 

A meeting of the Central West Virginia 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association has 
been called for March 31, 1923 for the pur- 
pose of completing the arrangements and for 
the election of officers and any other busi-

UNPROFITABLE TO PRODUCE INFER- 
IOR HORSES SAYS U. S. DEPART- 
MENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


A bulletin just released from the office of 
the secretary of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture brings this appeal to the farm- 
ers of the country to grow good horses and 
mules. The constantly increasing demand 
from the cities for good heavy mature horses 
and mules makes it possible for farmers to 
grow profitably again animals of acceptable 
type and character. 

“As a vesult of the shortage that has de- 
veloped, it is expected that this year there 
will ke a decided increase in the breeding of 
mares both for the production of mules and 
horses. But it is important that the raising 
of these animals be done by competent 
breeders who are good caretakers. The pro- 
duction of inferior, undersized, scrub horses 
and mules is certain to be unprofitable as 
such animals will be a drug on the markets, 
will pay no profit to those who produce 
them, and will have a depressing effect on 
the nrice of good horses. 

“Most farmers,” says the department, 
“should undertake to raise the horses and 
mules thev actually need for use on their 
farms, and should have colts coming along 
tapidly enough to permit the sale of their 
older animals before they are 7 years old. 
Under this system horses and mules should 
be put to work at 3 vears of age and worked
